Washington, D. C., June 24.—Fob 
lowing is a summary of weather and 
crop conditions in the corn and wheat 
region for the wreek ending June 22: 
In the winter wheat belt harvest 
.s about completed under favorable 
onditions in the more southern poi

The losses of Germany and her al- 
j lies consist of one battleship, twenty- 
three cruisers, fifteen gunboats,' tldr- 
teen torpedo craft, six submarines 
and twenty armed merchantmen and 
I auxiliaries.

Narrow’ tires i all harder than xviii* i 
tires, says Professor Wirt, because the 
narrow tire cuts deeper into th** top 
soil, Tho wide tire does not cut so 
deep and makes a better track on roach 
yyliich are traveled while the ground is 
soft. The yy hie tiro packs the sur­ 
face into a firm roadbed 
The experiments show that in corn 
fields, plowed fields, field lanes, and 
on pasture and on alfalfa land, the 
draft of the wide tire is considerably 
less no matter yvhat the condition of 
the soil. 
In places where the mud is deep 
and rolls up on the wheels, in ruts 
made by narrow wheels, or in a sur­ 
face of mud with a hard ground be­ 
neath, the narrow tire will pull more 
easily. 
The narrow wheel lit3 the 
rut, on tho hard bottom of which it 
1 runs, and it collects less mud than 
the wide tire. 
Width of tire and height of wheel 
have a great effect upon the draft. 
The usual width of the narrow tire 
is one and three-fourths inches, yvhile 
the wide tire is usually three or four 
inches yvide. The tires used in the 
tests yvero one and three-fourths and 
four inches wide respectively. 
Six- 
inch wheels are used only on low 
trucks. 
One type of wheel rarely 
found is the low wheel with narrow 
tire. The draft yvith this is so great 
that a team can hardly pull a load 
in soft field surfaces. 
A farmer who can afford only one 
wagon will find many factors enter­ 
ing into his selection.
